The; centenary ‘festival, opening Sun- 
day. night and closing last night, ‘has 
been a brilliant exhibition of solo, sing- 
ing. And it has been one which the 
members of: the Handel and Haydn So- 
ciety, in their semi-circle of chairs on 
the platform of the hall, have enjoyed 
{no less than ithe people occupying the 
seats on the floor and in the galleries, 
During a large part of the four evenings 
devoted to the celebration, the chorus 
singers have enacted the role of patrons 
of art. They haye been co-auditors 
with the public. They. have joined in 
appreciation of the work of the three 
quartets of visiting singers on equal 
terms with that part of the house which 
would ordinarily comprise the .audience. 

So, one way of regarding it, the festi- 
val has been a succession of song re-

NEW PITKIN COUNTY ROAD TO — 
BE READY SOON IN COLORADO 


ASPEN, Col.—An automobile road ae 
der construction ~by the state, Pitkin 
county, in- which Aspen is located; and | 
the federal forest service—part of what 


is known as the Pikes Peak highway—is 
expected td be ready for use the coming 
summer, The state has spent about 
$25,000, the county $5000 and the forest 
service $2000 upon the enterprise. 

The Pikes Peak highway extends from 
Colorado Springs. on the eastern slope of 
the Rockies, up to Leadville near the 
crest, and then by way of Tennessee Pass 
to Glenwood Springs, and on into Utah. 
But the road by way of Aspen leaves 
the main highway at the station of Gran- 
ite on thé Denver & Rio Grande rail- 
road, passes over Independence Pass, on 
down the Roaring Fork river valley, 
through Aspen, thence on to Glenwood 
Springs. It shortens the Pikes Peak 
highway by many miles and opens up 
a stretch of country which could not 
be reached by automobiles except as a 
side trip from Glenwood Springs. : 

The mining industry, which mainly 
‘sustains the people of Aspen, is depen- 
dent on the development and utilization 
of the waterpower which several streams 
in the vicinity afford: in abundance. 


Electricity /is furnished - a one power 
plant. The key to the operations of -a. 
complicated mining plant is a battery 
‘of motors situated at a depth of 1200 
} feet under ground, constituting one of 
the largest electrical plants under. ground 
in existence, «and with power to raise 
2000 gallons of water a distance of 1200} - 
feet: évery minute. 

Another mining feature is the driving 
of a tunnel a distance of over. a: mile 
into the depths of a mountain for ,the 
purpose of opening up bedies of. silver 
and lead or:zine ores. The, cost is sup- 
ported *by-subscriptions from. the citizens 
of Aspen and o: Pitkin county. ore 
than $50,000 already has been expended, 
and some small leader veins have been 
cut: In the early days of the camp 
rith silver ores were found near the 
surface of this mountain, but an inflow 
of water caused a cessation of opera- 
tions. The new. tunnel will drain the 
surface workings and establish an advan- 
tage in gaining depth on the ore bodies 


j when found.

MORE SCHOOL FACILITIES - 
FOR PUPILS IN MONTCLAIR 


MONTCLAIR, N. J.—Two of the build- 
ings in processiof erection hére this 
year are a high school with a capacity of 


1200 pupils, and a normal schoo] dorm- 
itory which will accommodate nearly 
Both structures are to be 
thoroughly up-to-date in arrangement 
and equipment and beauty of architec- 
ture. j 

The -high. school is of Harvard red 
brick with limestone trimmings, the end 
pavilions being ornamented with col 
umns. It is a three-story building with 
a basement which will be like a separate 
story, and ‘in wnich will be located the 
manual training rooms for boys and 
girls. They will include machine, print- 
ing, art metal shops, an experimental 
engineering room, two kitchens, a model 
dining-room, sewing room and fitting 
room. The lunch rooms for the students, 
a new feature, also will be in the base- 
ment. Opportunity will be afforded the 
girls who study domestic science to 
supervise the cooking and serving of 
the lunches, in order that they may put 
their instruction into immediate practise. 

There will be class rooms and study 
rooms on every floor. The auditorium 
will be 61 feet wide and 82 feet long, 
with a balcony. Its seating capacity 
will be about 1200, and every seat will 
command a good view of the stage. 
Woodwork, pilasters, arches and ceilings 
are to be of pearl gray and the. hall will 
have indirect lighting. % 

All class rooms will have two doors, 
and nearly all of them adjacent ward- 
robes, which will be entered by swinging 
doors and be provided with coat and hat 
hooks and umbrella racks. The class 
rooms are to be finished in soft grays 
and browns and will be supplied with* 
electric lights, so that they may be tipr 
at night. 

‘The two gymnasiums will be so lon 
cated that work may proceed in*them 
without any disturbance to classes else- 
where in the school. From the balcony 
of the. auditorium access can be had 
to the visitors’ gallery in the girls’ gym- 
nasium. Around*the interior of the boys’ 
gymnasium’ is%a running track six feet 
wide.

[BOSTON TEACHERS 
ARE URGED TO HELP 
IN SUFFRAGE WORK 


Official Organ Says the Problém 
Is No Longer One of Sentiment 
and Is Settling Itself : 


Boston. school teachers, numbering 
more than 2600 women, have come -out 
officially for suffrage and from now on 
until November are urged to exert their 
influence with their men friends to se- 
cure the passage of the equal suffrage 
amendment to the state constitution. 

While admitting some teachers may 
not want the vote, the Boston teachers’ 
News Letter insists there is only. one 
answer to the question whether they 
need it, and that while some teachers 
may shrink from the responsibility of 
the ballot they can no longer reject it. 

The letter speaking editorially says: 

“The fact is that the problem is no 
longer one of sentiment. It no longer 
is susceptible of argument upon the 
basis of right or wrong, of expediency 
or non- -expediency. It is an economic 
problem and is settling itself, though 
too slowly for the: best “good of human- 
ity. 

“For teachers it is not a question of 
,leaving the home,’ They have left the 
home, as have 7,000,000 of the women of 
these United States. They are engaged 
in an industry, the importance of which 
is never questioned. ... If’ teachers 
want justice on all occasions; if they 
want better salaries, tenure of office, 
a safe pension system, proper working 
conditions, they must secure them ,by 
the only certain method known to mod- 


ern civilization—the ballot. 


“The working woman, whether of the 
| shop, the factory, or the school, will al- 
most universally request her men friends 
to interest themselves in this problem, 
and to vote for suffrage in the fall. 

“The fate of women still rests with 
the men voters.”

Changes along Boston’s waterfront to 
conform with expansion of business has 
resulted in shifting many familiar loca- 
tions, and piers long occupied by one 
concern have been evacuated for larger 
and more adequate facilities.. The latest 


‘change, just announced, is that of the 


Ocean Steamship Company from Lewis 
wharf to the Boston & Maine Hoosac 
Tunnel docks, Charlestown. 


Many incidents have arisen over some 
of the changes. Probably the most in- 
teresting of all transfers was that of 
the White Star line from historic quar- 
ters at Hoosac docks to South Boston 
last summer. Many passengers, princ- 
ipally steerage, have gone to the wrong 
pier just before sailing time, and some 
have been left behind, although fre- 
quently the steamer would be held until 
arrival of the misguided passengers. 

Following the White Star line’s change, 
came the removal of the Merchants & 
Miners Transportation Company from 
Battery and Fiske wharves to New Ha- 
ven pier No. 2, South Boston. The new 
location of the Ocean Steamship Company 
at Hoosac docks is on pier 42, now occu- 
pied by the Warren Line. The latter 
line will remove to pier 41, Hoosac docks, 
about July 1, it is now planned, giving 
pier 42 entirely to the coastwise com- 
pany. 

Expansion of commercial relations be- 
tweqn Boston and the South is said to 
make the latest change necessary. Offi- 
cials of the Ocean Steamship Company 
promise greatly improved transportation 
facilities when the change is made. The 
company is aftiliated with the Central 
Railway of Georgia, which, in turn is 
connected with the system of the TIIli- 
nois Central. The change of location of 
the steamship company’s headquarters 
will mean that manufacturers of north- 
ern New England will have improved op- 
portunities of reaching the Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Texas, Mississippi, 
ete., markets,.as the Hoosac docks are 
owned by the Boston & Maine railroad. 
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Steamers City of Atlanta, Nacoochee ° 4 


and City of Augusta will be put. into 
this service with at least two sailings

' Reports from the European war dav. 
‘ing the past 30 days have contained very

high authorities are quoted as stating: 
that offensive warfare on the! part sof 
the Allies is about to begin in earnest, 
nevertheless, in recent weeks there has:

for another year. Apparently the belief. 
is gaining ground that, from a trade 
standpoint, the United States, with its 
great resources and neutral position, wi 1 
benefit industrially whether the: war 

of long or short duration’ Our greatly. 
increased exports have, in the first. nine 
months of the gavernment fiscal year, 
produced a favorable trade balance of 
$700,000,000. 

. The orders of the belligeretita for sup- | 
plies, clothing and other munitions: of 
war, are of huge dimensions,-and appar- 
ently on the increase. In this section.a 
slight diminution in these demands, so 
far as textiles are concerned, is noted, 
but the demand for shrapnel, other am- 
munition and small arms, continues with > 
unabated strength. While such foreign 
business is’ advantageous, it. is of*.fdr 
less importance than the slight increase 
in domestie business activity, which for 
the last three or four months- has , been 
struggling to make itself evident. Such 
gain is small, resembles in no way ,a 
boom, but is real in its character, and 
is based on the improvement in fun- 
damental conditions which began in the 
closing months of 1914. Surface indica- 
tions of this betterment are apparent, in 
several directions. Bank ¢learings for 
March were only 3 per cent less than 
for the same month of the preceding 
year. Excluding New York’ ‘tity, the 
clearings. for the rest of the country 
were a trifle under 2 per. cent less than 
for the same month of last year. 

The steel-making’ industry is now 
operating at about 75 per cent of ca- 
pacity. The Steel Corporation reports 
for March show a very slight decrease 
in unfilled orders—on the whole a satis- 
factory statement when the highér rate 
of production is recognized. Pig iron 
production for the, fourth consecutive 
month showed a decided increase. The 
gap in steel‘consumption caused by sub- 
normal railroad buying is being partly 
filled by foreign orders and partly by an 
increase in the demand for articles. of 
everyday consumption. In this latter 
field the demand is reported as very 
nearly normal. While new construction 
enterprises. of large size are still small 
in volume, other building operations ‘are 
making a considerably better showing; 
in fact, building permits for the firet 
quarter of 1915 were only 11 per cent 
under the volume for the similar period 
last year. The low state of railroad 
buying is perhaps best shown by the

Hand in 
hand with this increase in the price of 
cotton, a freer market in‘finished goods 
has developed: , Nearly 7,000,000 bales 
of cotton have’ been exported thus far, 
and cotton consumption as a whole is not 
far below that of a ngrmal year. Prices 
of finished goods have advanced but not 
so fast as the raw material. Manufac- | 
turers are, therefore, not inclined to sell 
far ahead except at higher quotations, 
which buyers are reluctant to accept. 
The dyestuff situation is serjous and the 
outcome, barring unexpected relief, may 
well be’such as to add materially to un- 
employment. :

AT A moment when the whole world is being stirred into a 
recognition of the brutality of war, it is curious to find an attempt 
being made to establish, in‘ Cuba, one of the brutalities of peace.

that the women in Cuba, of all nationalities, have united in a petition 
to President Menocal, praying that the traditions of such men as 
Marti and José de la Luz Caballero may not be reversed by so retro-, 
grade a step, as the introduction of bullfighting to the Republic, 
The idea is, indeed, a return to those brutalities of the amphi- 
theater, which were the joy of a civilization long out of date.

bear garden. Gradually, however, all these so called sports gave way

gave pain to the bear, but because it gave pleasure to the spectators.

The sacrifice of the splendid Andalusian bulls, the horrible 
mutilation of the horses, is as nothing compared to the lust of pas- 
sions aroused amongst the spectators, who, men and women alike, 
welcome the entrance of the toreador, as the ‘Roman audience wel- 
comed the appearance of the gladiator, and yet reward his failure 
with the same brutal ‘savagery with which the patrician and the

“of trade opportunities.

It may “be assumed, therefore, that in a 
practical world ‘democracy ..will- not inevitably’ resist compulsion, 
whether of circumstance or intention, provided the majority in’an 
almost equal degree perceivé'its necessity or advantage. 


But.in Britain lately several writers, in considering the future ~ 


peace ofithe world, seem to plead for compulsion. on another plane. 
Among them H. S. Wells, the well-known author, in an interesting 
contribution to the English Review, adtocates the abolition of all 
diplomacy and the substitution of a world congress “for the col- 
lective .cOntrol of belligerence’ and international relations.” 
argument is well worked out on the ground of “the necessity for 
some controlling world authority, if treaties are to be respected and 
war abolished.” The object is irideed desirable; but the question 
to be first. answered is whether an organized compulsion could be 
of universal avail in the moral realm, wherein-unequal perceptions 
might yield it but a variable allegiance. - Lord Bryce’s opinions, both 
as historian and statesman, command respect, and in his recent 
Creighton lecture, after touching on the acknowledged failure of 
economic, financial and other world forces to control the issues of 
p€éace and war, he added that the lesson of what had happened was 
that the doctrines and deep-rooted passions whence these evils 


_sprang,.could be removed only by the slow and steady working of
